LATER FROM JAMAICA, 

Weare indebted to Capt. Meade, of pack- 
et ship John W. Cater, for files of Jamaica 
papers tothe 13th inst., now made more than 
ever interesting by the experiment going on 
in the Brittish West Indies. Our Corres- 
pondent at Jamaica says, ‘* The newspapers 
I send yowwill give you a better account 
how happily the Ist of August passed off in 
such quietness. I am glad to state that the 
place remains quiet, except the couutry, and 
there are no disturbances, only disputes 
about the rates of wages.” 

The Jamaica Despatch per contra, insists 
that the island is almost ina revolutionary 
state. On some of the plantations, the ne- 
groes have refused to work unless the rate 
of wages is advanced to 2s. Gd. The Des 
patch particularises several plantations 
which it alleges troubles exist, but there is 
an evident attempt to magnily tiem, as on 
this subject, the whites of Jamaica have al- 
ready formed two parties. The Despatch 
denounces “ the Baptist parsons,” who are 
stimulating the negroes to stand out for high- 
er wages. 

| In some of the colonies, the rate of wages 
fixed on are as follows :—Ist class, 8d. per 
day, 2nd, 5d. and 3d., with the following 
allowances :—the use of their houses rent 
free, and medical attendance—Ist class, half 
fan acre of land, 2d and 3d classes quarter of 
an acre.”
